HOLLYWOOD.—Doctors, nurses, and hospitals teemed to occupy Iho al- 


lenlion of movie-makers during the last year as never before. 


And the profession came out so dis- 


linclly second best in most of Ihem 
that there was a marked public re- 
action against such pictures. Many of 
the audiences felt that there ought to 
be enough drama about Ihe grim rou- 
tine of a hospital to make a picture, 
without shooting it full of intrigue. 


"Registered Nurse," was a typical 


example of how the movie makers 
could see no better chances for drama 
in a hospital than in a series of in- 
trigues between doctors and nurses 
This film made out Lyle Talbot, a 
young doctor, a man who regards a 
constant procession of women as nec- 
essary to his happiness, and who dis- 
cards one as fat a he becomes infatua- 
ted with another. 


Bebe Daniels, as the nurse, finally 


falls in love with him, only to dis- 
cover that she is just one of the mob, 
and that the doctor hasn't a sincere 
note in his makeup. 


Vulgarity Tossed In 


. The theme, while not very edifying 
in itself, was further embroidered by 
touches of vulgarity by Vince Barrett, 
which proved highly objectionable to 
most people, and which seemed to 
me lo have no bearing on the story. 


"Men In White," was another hospi- 


tal picture which received rattier wide 
condemnation despite many obvious 
merits and a direction and perform- 
ance which were in many ways skill- 
ful. Clark Gable and Myrna Loy were 
the stars. 


The entire action of this play takes 


place within the hospital. And here a- 
gain is an affair between Gable and a 
nurse. It's rather easy you see. Hospi- 
tal, Doctor, Nurse, Man Woman, Love. 
No particular ingucnity is required 
to make a plot out of that. 


Anciher Mesy One 


In "Men In White" Gable, who is 


engaged to 
Myrna Loy, befriends a 


young nurse, portrayed by Elizabeth 
Allen. The nurse comes to his room 
one night to borrow a notebook. They 
chat for a few moments., then Gable 
tells her she had better leave and goes 
out himself. 


Miss Allun starts to leave, changes 


her mind, and then lies down on Gab- 
le's 
bed and the next time she is 


brought into the story she is in the 
hospital dying from the effects of an 
illegal operation.

Resignation 


SHANGHAI. China -(/P)—Premier 


Wang Ching-Wei and the entire Nan- 
king cabinet have resigned, because, 
an announcement said, a controversy 
concerning a charge of corruption, 
which the Executive Yuan, highest 
organ of the Nationalist party, brought 
against Ku Meng-Yu, minister of rail- 
ways aleging 
misappropriations of 


funds in conection with a loan ob- 
tained from a French banking-con' 
cern. 


Wednesday Liu Hou-Wu, a member 


of the Yuan control, who was responsi- 
ble for the charges against Ku Keng- 
u, received an anonymous letter con- 
taining a revolver bullet with the in- 
structions, "use the bullet to commit 
suicide." The incident, reported to 
the police, created a political crisis 
and was intrepreted as an attempt to 
intimidate the Yuan control, which 
was responsible for ferreting out al- 
legations on graft against officialdom. 


It is understood that tre Koumin- 


tang Central Executive Committee as 
well as Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek reject- 
ed the cabinet's resignation, but ser- 
ious- political uneasiness exists due 
to the powerful opposition to Chinese 
business and industrial interests over 
the recently adopted tarriff.

Millard Hickman, Marine

San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO. Calif. — 


Parties, yacht rides, drinks and girls 
figured in testimony Wednesday at 
the trial of Millard Hickman for the 
murder of Louise Jeppenson, pretty 
Utah girl who was strangled to death 
in Golden Gate park May 13. 


"Tomy" Dee, president of an engi- 


neering company, told of "partying" 
with Hickman after his separation 
from his wife - He said he introduced 
Miss Jeppenson to the 45-yearlold 
marine engineer, in her search for a 
job at sea. That was on May 8, only 
a few days before the party at Hick- 
man's apartment which preceeded the 
finding of the body of the girl in the 
park. 


"She wanted to get a position on 


one of the boats," said Dee. "I intro- 
duced here to Mr. Hickman, thinking 
that he might help to get her a posi- 
tion." 


Dee himself, had known the girl only 


a short while. Theer were drinks and 
an invitation to dinner. Hickman later 
called and invited-him to dinner. 


"Are there going to be any girls 


there?" Dee said he asked. 


Hickman said he did not know then 


but later telephoned, the witness said, 
telling him Miss Jeppeson was there 
alone and he could bring his own 
girl. He brough Miss Blanche McKay, 
expected to figure prominently as a 
defense witness. 


Dee said that when he and the 


blond Miss McKay arrived, Miss Jep- 
penson was in Hickman's kitchen pre- 
paring the meal. She was 
having 


trouble with the ice cream, he said, 
so while she worked at it, the three 
others went into the living room for 
a round or two of cocktails.
